John W. Fisher, of Paris, is the 


Supervisor- The Requirments 


The BEPniLiciN' informs its readers 


that Col. John W. Fisher, of Paris, IB the 
Supervisor for the census district, of 
which Macon countv is a part. 


THE LAW . 


Ihe law Drescnbmg the manner for 


taking the eleventh census of the United 
States in June next does not differ m ill 
essential features from the acts of March 
i, 187'», and April, 20, 1880, under which 
the tenth census wus taken. The pres- 
ent act, pro\ ides for supervisors, and with 
the consent of the superintendent ot 
Census, 
the employment of suitable 


persons as enumerators within their re 
epective districts 
It is further provided 


that such perbons shall be residents ot 
the subdivisions for which they may be 
appointed, and that they shall be selected 
bolely with reference to fitness and with- 
out reference to their political party 
all! illations. 


The 
appointment 
of enumerators 


should be mada with reference to physi- 
cal activity and to antness, neatness and 
accuracj in writing and m the use of 
figures 
The census requires 
active, 


energetic men, of good address and read- 
iness with the pen. 
Only euch can do 


the work with satibfaction to the Govern 
ment or proht to themselves 
'liie num- 


ber of inhabitants to be included m im 
enumeration district shall not m any case 
exceed 4000, and only in very exceptional 
cases should tins limit be reached 
Ihe 


enumeration required by the census act 
will commence on the farst Monday of 
June next, and must be completed in 
titles having over 10,000 inhabitants, 
according to the census of 18SO, within 
two weeks from that date, and in all 
otter districts on or before ths 1st day of 
July neit thereafter 


Lach applicant of appointment as 


census enumerator must make a written 
application to the Supervisor for his dis 
tnt t, giving his Christian name m full, 
his place of birth, his present legal resi- 
dence and Post Othee address, the prin- 
cipal facts of his education and profea 
sional or business experience, including 
a statement of all national, State, county 
or municipal ollices at auj time held by 
him, and the pi ice antl nature of his pres- 
ent occupation 
This application must 


be throughout in the handwriting of the 
applicant, and he mufat so certify therein. 


It will be necessary for each enumera- 


tor, before entering upon his duties, to 
receive a commiBBion,under tlie hand of 
the Supervisor of the district to which he 
belongs, and to take and subscribe an 
oath or aihrmation that he will faithfully 
discharge all the duties required of him 
under the law 


The small size of enumeration districts, 


and the ernplo)ment of local eni'oiern- 
tors, will operate large'y to the advan- 
tage of the census, both as to accuracy 
and completeness of returns 
The enu- 


merator, if a resident of the subdivision, 
knows, presumably, ever} 
house and 


almost every familj, and is in little dan- 
ger of making omissions, and ran not 
easih be imposed upon by false state- 
ments. 


The compensation to be paid to enu- 


merators is lixed by section 11 of the art 
of March 1, 188'r, and provides a mini- 
mum rate of 2c Tor each living inhabi- 
tant, 2o for each death, 15c for each farm, 
20o for each establishment of productive 
industry, and 5c for each surviving sol- 
.lier, sailor or marine, or widow of .1 sol- 
dier, sailor or marine, enumerated and 
returned, for all subdivisions where such 
allowance shall be deemed sufficient. 
In 


all other subdivisions, where higher rates 
are to be puid, according to the difficulty 
of enumeration, the 
maximum rates 


shall not bo more than 3c for each living 
inhabitant, 20c for each farm, and iOc 
for each establishment of produetive m- 
.lustry, nor shall they be less than Si 
nor more than $6 per day of ten hours 
actual held work each, m case a per 
diem compensation is established Except 
in extreme cases, no claim for mileage 01 
traveling expenses will be allowed to 
any enumerator, and then only when 
authority has been previously granted 
by the Superintendent of Census.

4 DIFFICULT PROBLEM TAKEHIH HMD 


The Duty on Hops—Defective Poattl 


Cards—A Qualified Permission- 


Failed to Find a Reason— 


Homeward Bound, Etc. 


Statistical Report oi the Department of 


Agriculture lor MafOh. 


WASHINGTON, March 11.—The statis- 


tical report of the Department of Agri- 
culture for March relates to the di* 
tribution and consumption o[ corn and 
wheat. It make tha proportion of the 
corn crop in the hands of growers 45.9 
per cent., or 970,000,000 bushels, and of 
the wheat crop 31.9 per cent, or 154,- 
000,000 bushels. Tho stock of corn on 
hand is the largest ever reported In 
March, of the largest crbp, after the 
mildest winter. The average of eight 
annual return's is 677,000,000 bushels; 
that of last year 787,000,000 bushels. 
Tho estimated consumption to March 1 
Is 1,113,000,000 bushels, a figure exceed- 
ed only last year and in 18SO. The pro- 
portion of the merchantable corn of the 
crop of isw is 6S.7 per cent., exceeded 
in recent yoars only by those of 1881 
and ISbi;. 
Tho average value of corn 


on the 1st of December was 28.8 centa 
per bushel. The average on the 1st o! 
March was 27 y centa for merchantable 
and 
ISi.'J for unmerchantable, making 


an aggregate ol value of 885,000,000 leu 
than the December estimate. 


Tho wheat crop of 1869 was exceeded 


by tho crops of 1880, 1882 and 1884. The 
average remainder in the hands of 
growers on the first of March for ten 
years past has been 130,000,000 busbels. 
Tho average crop, during thia period, 
450,0011,000 bushels. The present re- 
turns aro very full and satisfactory, the 
fcitato agents' estimates figr8elng closaly 
with those of tho Department consoli- 
dation. The result may be accepted 
with absolute confidence as an approxi- 
mation as close as can bo mado by local 
estimates. 
Most ol the wheat In farm- 


ers' hands is in States which have no 
fiurpb'i ovor consumption, or those in 
which much tho larger portion ia con- 
sumed at home. It is scon, therefore, 
that an available supply for exportation 
and for home distribution in July is very 
mnall. Tho depleted farm reserves have 
boon mrasuroably filled except in a few 
htates, and it will require the pressure 
of high pricos to squeeze any considera- 
ble, proportion of them into commercial 
distribution.
